(Continued from last week.) 
Speaking for England, Dr. Arthur Vernon Davies, 
in the House of Commons, declared that: 


“Competent medical opinion in this country is overwhelm- 
ingly against birth control.” 


He continued: Bae 
“Only a few weeks ago a meeting of a medical society  - 
was held in London to discuss this very point, and 
the se was overwhelmingly against birth con- 
trol. Therefore when people say they are in favor of ~ 
birth control they are speaking from ignorance.” 

“Let honorable members talk to any obstetric sur- 
geon or a medical man or woman accustomed to a 
large gynecological practise, and almost without 
exception these people will say that birth control is 


ee to the woman and detrimental to the 
child.”’ 


Dr, MacCann, President of the League of National Life 
of the United Kingdom, holds that “anti-conceptionalism is 
frequently the cause of grave maladies for women.” 


Dr. Foebau de Courmells, a French surgeon, maintains 
that ‘forty years of surgical experience have convinced me 
that contraceptive methods practiced by some of my clients 
have caused uterine tumors and cancers.” 

In an article contributed to The FORUM Dr. Haliday 
Sutherland, of Edinburgh, Scotland, wrote: “Contraception or 
birth prevention is unnatural in terms of ethics, and unphy- 
siological in terms of biology.” 

Dr. Meulemans, of Holland, says: “We doctors stand 
aghast at the large number of women suffering from the nerv- 
ous diseases. Why should all human instincts have to be con- 
trolled by reason, and the sexual instinct form an exception? 
Because it is one of the strongest and mightiest of instincts? 
That is precisely'the reason for putting on stronger brakes, 
so as to check that instinct. It is one thing not to perform an 
action. and it is another and quite different thing to perform 
it and at the same time to prevent all the natural and ra- 
tional consequences of the deed performed.” 

Dr. Mary Sharlieb, writing in the B® ITISH MEDICAL 
JOURNAL, says: “An experience of over forty years con- 
vinces me that artificial limitation of the family causes dam- 
age to a woman's nervous system.”

DIVORCES DECREASE IN ENGLAND 

As an evidence of how much faster home life is broken 
up in our country than in Great Britain we have a report on 
divorces in England and Wales covering the period from the 
year 1913 to 1931. 

While divorce is startlingly on the inerease in the 
United States, and the legislatures of two States have de- 
liberately made divorce-getting easier within their respec- 
tive jurisdictions, in order to attract discontented people 
from the other forty-six states, in England divorces have 
been greatly on the decline during the past two years. In 
1918 there were only 546 divorces in England and Wales, in 
a population of more than 30,000,000. The thousand mark 
was passed after the War and the number of divorces grew 
steadily until the year 1928, when they reached nearly 4,000. 
Divorces fell from 4,000 to 8,883 in 1929, to 3,063 in 1930, 
and it is estimated that the number wil! drop to 2,400 in 
19381. 

A leading counsel, who has had an extensive practice 
in the divorce courts, said to a London reporter recently: 

“T think itis likely that a definite improvement has set 
in with regard to divorces. 

“What has happened, in my opinion, is that we are at 
last getting out of the effects of the war. It must be re- 
membered that what might be called the unnatural situation 
caused by the excitement of the war lasted for some time 
after the war, and that very often marriages do not break 
up till after six or seven years. 

“T think, too, that we are entering into a more sober 
and cautious age.” 

We in the United States would do well to follow the 
good example which the people of England have set for us, 
and join with them in “entering into a more sober and cau- 
tious age.” 
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THE WORLD-WIDE ECONOMIC TROUBLE 


The International Chamber of Commerce which sat in 
Washington recently over a considerable period of time, dis- 
cussed the economic situation after the delegates had a com- 
plete survey of the world situation from the report brought 
to the meeting by men from al! over the globe. Men, ex- 
perts in finance and banking, from many countries, express- 
ed their opinions concerning the causes of the depression, 
and after this was done remedies for the correction of 
economic ills were proposed. President Hoover declared 
“Over three-quarters of the commercially important popu- 
lation of the world has been in a state of social and political 
upheaval at some time during the past three years.” In 
China there were civil wars; in India the Nationalist agita- 
tion; in Russia the norma! terrorism; in Germany Fascists 
and Communists threats; in Austria the mutual bitter 
antagonism of several political groups; in Italy the re- 
organization of economic and political systems; in Portugal, 
military uprising; in Spain, overthrow of the Monarchy; 
in Roumania, a long internal disturbance; in Bulgaria, 
trouble with Macedonia revolutionaries; in Turkey, social 
revolution; in Egypt, political uprising; in Honduras, revo- 
lutionary outbreaks; in Nicaragua, revolutions and bandit 
terrorism; in Panama, revolution; in Peru, revolution: in 
Brazil, revolution; in Argentine, revolution; in Uruguay, 
near revolution. 
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CONFESSION AND DELINQUENCY 

There was held recently in New York City a meeting 
of men and women who concerned themselves with juvenile 
delinquents. At this meeting Calvin Derrick, Superinten- 
dent of the New Jersey State Home for Boys, advocated in- 
creased individual attention to delinquents committed to in- 
stitutional care.

In this reform work, the confessional is a great power for 
good. There the little culprit admits his guilt, and, because 
he is actually dealing with Almighty God through the priest, 
sues for forgiveness on the strength of his regret and sorrow.

Dr. W. A. Styles, of Montreal, speaking of the United

The doctor reminds us that it must not be forgotten that 


the increase in the population of the United States over a 
period of more than 70 years was due to immigration, which 
has been practically stopped. 


The New York WORLD, commenting on a “Better 


Babies” contest held in Jersey City, where an abandoned child 
won the first prize, wrote editorially: 


“By control of the breeding and of the environ- 
ment of domestic animals we have succeeded in 
achieving a fairly sure control of their offspring in 
certain physical aspects. Upon the human race, how- 
ever, all efforts at artificial control have beén vain. 
In the palaces of kings weaklings are born, while 
from foundling asylums where the waifs and strays 
of unwelcomed babes are sent there not infrequently 
comes forth the strength of will and intellect that 
makes a commander of men.” 


Commissioner Wynne, of New York City, on July 21st, 
1980, said: “Startling decrease in birth rates are shown 
throughout the civilized world.” He gives figures to show that 
Switzerland and Germany are running close to France in the 
low percentage of births. But Mr. Wynne also called attention 
to the fact that despite our success in reducing infant mor- 
tality the birth rate of New York City has been reduced from 
26.95 per thousand population in 1910 to 18.14 in 1929, a re- 
duction of 80 per cent. : 


Dr. Thurman B. Rice, of the Indiana University of Medi- 
cine, speaking before the Progress Club of South Bend on 
the very day that the Federal Council issued its endorsement 
of the Birth Control idea, said: “It takes an sverage of three 
and one-half children a family to reproduce a nation, and 
unless our best families do their part the best blood wi! in be 
wasted. Nature will not stand for it.’ 

With this fact in mind we recal! that «a survey made 
among the graduates of Yale and Harvard shows that the 
average number of children is less than two. In the homes of 
graduates of Smith college there is an average of 1.2: in the 
homes of the graduates of Vassar, 1.6; of Bryn Mawr, 1.7. 


Dr. C. E. McGuire, of the Brookings Institute of Socia! 
and Economic Research, observes: “When we gee that one 
hundred couples must have not 200 children, but 880 children, 
allowing for mortality and other factors, in order to replace 
themselves, the situation in our country becomes serious.” 


In the year 1930 Germany called a Conference to discuss 
measures to combat the decreasing birth rate. According to 
Regierungsrat Wagner, there were still 2,000,000 more un- 
married women than unmarried men in Germany despite the 
losses of the World War.
